PEAK TRAMWAY. 


NEW SIGNALLING SYSTEM, 


Peak residents’ have been in. 
terested during the. past few 
weeks in the.work now being 


-fearried out on the Peak Tram- 


way track, such work consisting 


of the erection of new standards jing, 
by -the side of the track and the} Yu 


fitting of “cross-wires” under 
which the trams pass on their 
upward and downward journeys 
Acall on Mr. Henry Humphreys, 
of the Peak Tramway Company, 
this morning brought forth’ the 
information that a new and im- 
proved signalling system is being 
installed. . 

“We are putting in an over. 
head system in place.of the ex- 
isting system which runs by the 
side of the track,” said Mr. Hum- 
phreys. “These new standards 
and tross wires will carry a sig- 
nalling cable directly-over the top 
of the cars, and signals will be so 
arranged that emergency signals 
can be given as wel! as the 
ordinary station signals. At the 
present moment thereis nothing 
to distinguish one signat from 
another although conductors can 
always attract the attention 
of. those in the engine house.

Company were the defendants in 
a Summary Court action, before 
Mr. Justice Gompertz, this morne 
in which the Man Cheung 
en claimed the return of two 


copies of policies of insurance —~ 


one on the Samarang Sea and! 


Fire Insurance Company and the 
otherwon the Batavia Sea and Fire 
Insurance Company— which they 
alleged that defendants had de- 
tained. Plaintiffs also claimed 
$50 damages and costs. 


Mr. R. FL Mattingly conducted 
the plaintiffs” case and Mr. F. G. 
Vaux appeared for the defence. 


Mr. Mattingly explained that 
plaintiffs on the writ were claim- 
ing two copies of insurance 
policies, under: which goods con- 
signed to plaintiffs were insured. 
They were making their claim 
against the agents of the com- 
Panies in Hongkong. ~ Those 
agents had now ceasad to be 
agents for the Batavia Sea and 
Fiee Insurance Company and 
‘plaintiffs were therefore with- 
drawing their claim with regard 
to that policy. , 

Outlining the facts, Mr. Mat. 
tingly said a catgo of rice anda 
cargo of flour were consigned to 
Plaintiffs aboard the s.3. Bourbon 
and the policy of insurance was 
effected by the consignors with 
the companies for which defen- 
dants were the Hongkong agents, 
The insurances were effected in 
Saigon with the agents there. On 
this voyage fron Saigon to Hong. 
kong the Banrbon on bite 
Paracels and‘ part-of the cargo 
was jettisoned, including’ a part 
of the cargo insured. 


The agents of the company here 
had paid a certain sum of money 
to the average adjustors, Mr. 
Mattingly proceeded. They had 
refused to pay the claim of the 
insurers in respect of tha loss and 
had told them to ,lock to the 
average adjustor. This had been 
going on for four yearsand as far 
a3 one could seeSsaid Mr. Matting- 
ly, might go on for another fort;. 
Plaintifis had asked the agents 
bere for their copy of the policy 
in order to get their claim paid. 
The agents had refused to hand 
over the copy. 

Mr. Mattingly mentioned that 
tke original policy was believed to 
have been lost when the manager 
of the Tai Tuan Steamship Com- 
pany was drowned on his way to 
Saigon. The duplicate was 
obtained and was handed over to 
defendants when the claim was 
made: The claim had been 
refused and defandants would not 
return the copy‘of the policy. 

Mr. Mattingly read a quantity 
of correspondence, from which it 
appeared that the stranding took 
place in January, 1919. Of a 
carge of 1,720 bags of ‘rice, 776 
bags, valued at $6,093, were 
jettisoned. 

Mr. Mattingly’s contention was 
that whether the insurers had a 
good claim, or whether they had 
a bed claim, or whether they had 
a claim at all, they were entitled 
to the return of their policy. 
Plaintiffs had given their copy of 
the policy to the defendants— 
who were somewhat optimistical- 
ly described as settling agents — 
and had demanded the return of 
it, which had been refused. 

The defence’ was that defend- 
ants were in possession of the 
policy as"of ‘right.

A Warning to the Public. 


Remarkableevidenco was given 
at the inquest at Bristol on Mr. 
Sannel Wesley Britton, age forty, . 
boot manufacturer, the son of Mr. 
G. B. Britton, formerly MLP. for, 
Bristol East, who was found dead 
sitting in his motor car. ~~ 

Mr. Britton had suffered from 
neurasthenia, one of the effects. 
of his condition being that ha was 
given to sitting quietly by himself. =: 
a practice which he often followed 
when motoring. Recently, how- — 
ever, his relatives had not heen 
so anxious about him. 

In his evidence at thea inquest 
Benjamin. Finch, a barman at a 
restaurant, stated that he heard 
the sound. of ap engine running 
in the garago af the rear of the’ 
premises. at eight o'clock, and at 
10.45 the engine was still running. 
He entered the garage: which 
was in darkness and full of petrol 
fomes. Mr. Britton was sitting in 
the car, apparently dead. Dr. 
Barker, who was called, tried: 
artificial respiration for forty-five” 
minutes, but without success. 

The post-mortem examination, 
revealed -indications . of ‘car- 
bon monoxide poisoning, which 
was tho -couse of death, 
the’ doctor adding “thet 
the gases from the exhaust of a - 
motor car were very poisonous. . 
In fact, 1 per cent. of carbon 
mimoxide in the air would killin 
ten minutes. 

Resording « verdict “of death 
from asphyxistion, consequent. 
upon breathing carbon monoxide, 
the coroner ‘added that - 
thought it desirable that -the 
public should be aware of that 
fact. .

‘LAWLESS ‘1IMES. 


Now that the Armistice cele- 
brations and public holiday have 
gone by, one can come-down toa 
consideration of more mundane 
things, and of closer concern to 
the Colony. We cannot help 
dwelling most on the indications 
of lawlessness in this place, and 
the fact that we have never ex- 
perienced more lawless times. 
It is all very well to have a table 
of crime statistics stuck under 
the eyes of enquirers which ap- 
p2ars to compare favourably with, 
past periods or with other cities, 
but the truth is”.that. violent 
crime does exist, and of a special 
nature. We might have occa- 
sional armed robberies in the big 
cities of the world, and when a 
policeman has a running pistol- 
duel with a criminal it is euf- 
ficient for.a Press “sensation,” 
even in New York; but imagine 
what a stir.would be created by 
a full-blown piracy off Long 
Island or the mouth of the 
Thames! In Hongkong we have 
fresh in tho memory two piracies 
within a short period of each 
other, a political assassination, 
and a number of - robberies by 
armed thieves who have not 
hesitated to fire on the police 
when pursued. The avorage in- 
dividual judges the lawlessness 
of a place by such events, and 
not by statistics, even if work: 
out to comparative percentages. 

It is an astablished belief— 
probably based on experience — 
that the criminal classes of this 
Colony become more active in 
the later part of the year and 
just before the Chinese’ New 
Year;in otber words, during our 
winter season. We can, therefore,

alert, and try to perfect our own 
system of crime suppression—for 
instance by an early bringing 
into operation of stringent and 
efficient piracy regulations. 
When we have done all we can— 
and we have not yet—we can 
look to the other side to co 
operate, if they want.to. In this 
connection, it is worth noting 
that that wonderful “get to- 
gether” inspiration which sud- 
denly fared up in Canton some 
time ago seems'to have had o 
remarkably rapid. demise. Ap 
parently it was as insincere as 
most (of the other utopian 
emanations from -that quarter. 
There are indications that some- 
thing workable is at last to ba 
introduced in this Colony, and 
when all the necessary mach- 
inery has been assembled . and 
started-up, perhaps much of the 
evils of our time will pass... We 
can but wait patiently for the 
birth of a définite scheme, which, 
incidentally, should have been 
introduced a full’ year agn, or

What Are Earthquakes ? 


The recent disastrous earth- 


.|quake in Japan has given rise 


to various expressions of opinion 
as to the cause of great upheavals 
of this character. We notice 
amongst shose who have been 
commenting on the subject 
Captain T. J. J. See, of the United 
States Navy, who seemingly has 
studied the subject for very many 
years. He states that he has 
conclusively proved that earth- 
quakes are czused by the leakage 
of the ocean, which goes on very 
slowly but finally attains such 
power thats readjustment of the 
steam-saturated lava beneath the 
earth's crust becomes necessary 
in mountain formation. The earch 
crust, he states, is broken into 
blocks by the adjustment of lava 
beneath it, and in earthquakes 
theses blocks move at their cracks, 
giving what the geologist calls 
faults. Those who hold this view 
contend that earthquakes are 
nature’s method of mountain for- 
mation, and that except for these 
upheavals .there would bo no 
plateaux ortable lands -the globe 
would be a dead level. Captain 
See'points out that the island of. 
Hondo has been gradually uplift- 
ed from the sea. just as other 
Japanese islands have. They ‘sre 
a wall along the western border 
of the Pacific, just as the Andes 
of South America are a wall 
erected by the ocean alang its 
eastern border, excepting that 
the Andes wall is now inland. 
As the earth's crust is broken and 
yields easily for the adjustment 
of lava beneath, earthquakes 
continua to afflict Chile and Peru 
just as they do Japan. According 
to this expert’s opinion, there can 
be'no permament relief for Japan 
on account of her lIrcation 
Whether these opinions are 
soundly based is a matter for ex- 
perts to decide.. That they are 
‘interesting and will receive due 
consideration in scientific circles 
there can be no question. 


General Election. 


Apart from the view which
